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THE “ONLY CHILD. 


to argue from the particular to the 

general, and the writer of the article on 
“Only” Children in a Kindergarten ” is 
surely a little unfair to the “ only ” child. 

I, too, have been a teacher in a well 
known boys’ preparatory school, and have 
never found the “ only’’ child the id ara 
able “ prig’’ so many mé would make him. 

The subject of '“only ” children is a very 
delicate one. In tho first instance, they are 
in such a very great minority that any 
definite ruling on their characteristics is. im- 
possible, unless they are granted some degree 
of “ proportional representation.” 

Take the average class in any school. It 
is probable that the “only” child will be 
found to be the proportion of, say, 1 to 10. 
Granted the ‘only’ child may exhibit sel- 
fishness—how few of us are altogether free 
from it—how many of the other nine children 
will reveal the same characteristic? 

Again, think of the case of the ‘‘only”’ 
child, think of the solitary baby hours spent 
with imaginary companions, with no chance 
of sharing or mixing with others of his own 
age. Suddenly the little life is transplanted 
into á new strange kindergarten world. Is 
tv just to condemn his action as selfish if he 
remains for a while in the only world he 
knows? 

The ' new ” boy on the preparatory school 
hockey field is not expected to know all the 
rules of a game which, perhaps, he has never 
played, but it is wonderful how soon he 
can enter into the spirit of the game, and 
learn the rules if they are clearly eaplained 
to him. ‘ 

One remarkable incident may prove of in- 
terest to some readers.

HINTS FOR COLLECTORS. 


| present is an opportune time {,. 
starting or adding to @ collection 4; 
Orienta! china. Owing to Variong 
causes, such high taxation in Japan ang 
civil disturban in China, many treasured 
hoards are being dispersed, while improves 
facilities in transit have helped much Orient) 
ware to find its way into Earope. 

Amateur collectors of Chinese or Japaness 
porcelain exercise great Caution in 
making their rchases. Such persons should 
start with a few specimens of the fund, 
mental—in other words, they should begin 
with K’ang Hei “Blue and White” With 
these óne will be able to study the paste or 
biscuit and the glaze. 

It is to the base that the experienced er, 
lector turns the moment an admired piece is 
in his hands. inside of the base will be 
glazed, the foot only being anglazed. Under 
the glaze may appear two rings, two rings 
with four or six-character Ta Ming” mary 
four or six “Ta Ch'mg ” mark. Too mmueh 
trust should not be placed in the marks oy 
Chinese porcelai | 

For example, practically all modern “ biue 
and white” china bears the K’ang Hsi dais 
mark, It was the custom at all times ta 
ante-date pieces, so that a Ming date ix a 
more reliable indication that the specimen ig 
genuiné than is a K’ang Hsi date mark. 

Probably the greater part of the genuine 
K’ang Hsi blue and white pieces bear tv 
rings left blank, two rings enclosing s sine 
such as a leaf or fungus, or two rings en. 
closing the date mark of a Ming Empero: 
The paste or biscuit being left unglazed in 
the foot, it is here that examination should 
take place. It should show firm, appearing 
of the finest texture. Often there will. here 
be found faint indications of the fviters’ 
tools. 


Brown Rims. 

Iron in the paste is responsible for the 
brown rims s imes discernible in the foot, 
The importance of the paste cannot be to 
strongly insisted upon. It is the surest tert 
of the genuineness of the porcelain, although 
undoubted imens of K’ang Hsi body and 
glaze exist that, have been “ over-decorated “ 
at later dates in Chins. : 

The paste is of such importance, not mere}y 
because it serves as a test of the period of 
the piece, but the quality of the paste io a 
great extent determines the beauty and soft- 
neas of the glaze, and to a certain extent the 
‘* under-glaze ’’ decoration. 

The ingredients of the paste used for “ blue 
and white” porcelain were Pe-tun-tee, made 
from certain pulverised rocks and kaolin, a 
purified white clay obtained from mines up 
in the mountains, After they had been pre- 
pared and refined, the mixtare under: 
went many processes before being in 
a fit slate to go to the potter's wheel. 

An eighteenth century authority, Pere 
d’Entrecolles, a Jesuit missionary, writing in 
1712 mentioned that a single piece of K ang 
Hsi porcelain might pass through ae many as 
seventy hands in the course of manufaéture. 

The same authority has left many interest 
ing records regarding the process of applying 
the “oil’’ or glaze. To the inside of a veese! 
sufficient was poured in to cover the surface; 
for the outside immersion in a tub of glazing 
material was the method resorted to, and : 
the very delicate pieces by blowing the glaze 
from a bamboo tube, the end of which was 
covered with a piece of gauze. 

Many shades of blue are found in this china 
from the lightest grey-blue to the riches 
sapphire biue. And yet, with all this variety 
of shade, there ig something very distinctive 
in them all, so that the trained eye can easily 
recognise ‘‘ the period’’ at a glance. There is 
always a “royal” shade, whether dark or 
light, about it, and when used in the deeper 
washes it possesses an intensity that is «x- 
tremely brilliant and beantiful. 

These beauties df colour are best noticed in 
the representations of mountains and valleys, 
where the effects of light and shade are oi 
tained by means of gradations in the depth o 
the blue. The blue pigment used was obhateibe 
from ore in the poal mines of cobaltic pro- 
perties, and required many processes to refin: 
and remove the many impurities. The resu!t 
was that the pigment obtained was exceed- 
ingly costly, and ¢ven in the finest pieces was 
never used pure. 

The drawings in this porcelain wil! alwas: 
be found bold and free, but well balanced. T1! 
the decoration is im the ‘‘ Ming’’ style, it wil! 
certainly be verv free, but, at the same time 
is a true representation of the true spirit an 
genius of the peripd, which was distinguished 
vy a happy freedom from all entangling bonds

From Our Travertine CorREesPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday Night. 

Throughout London this afternoon quite an 
extensive commission was worked fo: Town 
Guard for the Derby. Everywhere that 8 to 
1 was available it was taken to as much money 
as the bookmakers would lay. Nothing less 
was accepted, and when the layers curtailed 
the price to 7’s there was nothing further 
‘doing. | 

The laa of the Newmarket spring meetings 
opens to-morrow afternoon. The fixture will 
not be as exhilarating as a glance at the 
programme would lead one to believe. For 
‘instance. on paper the Newmarket Stakes, to 
be decided on Wednesday, looks a most en- 
trancing race, but not many of the leading 
Derby candidates engaged are likely to run, 
‘own Guard is a very unlikely competitor, 
and go, too, is his stable companion, 
Knockando. ‘Then Jack Jarvis has decided 
not to run Kliangowan, but will rely instead 
on Star Uhamber, who will be able to give 
him another line as to the Derby prospects of, 
Lord Rosebery’s colt, 

THE REAPPEARANCE OF 
POINTER. 

The most interesting competitor will be, 
Twelve Pointer, and he may be opposed by 
the Victoria Cup winner, Top Gallant, who 
is not in any of the classic races. The re- 
appearance of Twelve Pointer wil! be ex- 
ceedingly interesting, and should he manage to 
beat Top Gallant he will be immediately 
restored to favour as a leading Derby colt. 
That he was unlucky in the Guineas by losing 
go much ground atthe start there ds no 
manner of doubt. ' He will have to make a 
very good show on’ Wednesday to remove 
the impression he made on the minds of 
many people by his race in the Guineas, that 
ba is inclined to stop when the pressure Is 
turned on. 

Top Gallant is, undoubtedly, a proven good 
colt over distances up to a mile. This mile 
and a quarter Across the Flav is a severe course, 
and a fine test of stamina, and it is doubtful 
whether Top Gallant can stay it out in au 
strongly-run race. His sire, Swynford, has 
got many stayers, but, especially where the 
colts are concerned, they do not always show 
their staying qualities until late in their 
three-year-old careers. I shall, however, be 
eble to deal with this race more fully to- 
morrow, especially as there is at the moment 
just a prospect that Papyrus will also run. 
TO-DAY’S NEWMARKET CARD 

The card to-morrow is not a very exciting 
one, and I do not anticipate that a large 
number of good horses will contest the New- 
market Handicap. Roman Fiddle is given as 
a doubtful ranner, and such as Pondoland and 
Prestongrange. are not likely to be seen out. 
Copyright, too, is more likely to wait for the 
Manchester Cup. Milenko has done nothing 
for so long as to make one dubious about his. 
chances here. 1 believe that the well hand- 
capped TREVISO is graatly fancied, and this 
is the horse who looks most like winning. 
The chief danger to him is Lord Jersey's 
Pass the Mint, who won a good race recently 
at Warwick with Ardavon behind him. 

There is @ doubt whether Druid’s Orb runs 
for the Somerville Stakes, but  Friar’s 
Daughter does, and also the Entebbe colt, 
whom 1 gambled on as if he were a copper- 
riveted certainty at Kempton Park last 
Friday. The good-looking Phalara should 
have a chance if he is started, but again 1 
am disposed to give a chance to PETRON- 
ELLA, the full-sister to Two Step, by 
Bachelor’s Double out of Dancing Dora, who 
ran well on the occasion of her debut at 
Sandown. 

"i think it will be generally agreed that the 
best thing of the day is TRIUMPH in the 
Burwell Plate. This four-year-old of Mr. 
Anthony de Rothschild ran very well against 
Papyrus at Chester, and on this course, that 
is so much better suited to him, he should lose 
hig maiden certificate.

Europe’s Budgets. 

The Budgets of France and Italy are 
likely to show a considerable improvement 
on their forerunners of the past four. 
or fire years. The uninitiated forcigner 
Gnds great, difficulty in grasping the 
essential ‘acts of the Paris Budget; but 
the whole world knows that since the war 
virtually hes been 
made by the several French Governments 
‘to balance their accounts, with the resuvit 
that the whole financial system has been

The Budget which. was passed 
yecentle by the Chamber of Deputies 
showed an deficit of some 
3, 700,000,000 but the Senate's 
Finance Commitiee has set to work with 
an “ axe,’’ with the result that in its re-, 
vised form the Budget shows an actual 
surplus oí 382,000,000 francs. How this 
feat was performed is something oí a 
mystery. Expenditure has been reduced 
by 1,218,000,000 francs, while the revenue 
.ide of the Budget has been increased by 
revised estimates based on the surplus 
which already has been realised during 
the first quarter of the present year. It 
has been increased also by. the appropria- 
tion -of 900,000,000 francs which have 
been received from the big 
panies through the sale ol 
material, and by a further 
60,000,000 francs, which forms portion of 
the product of the mines in the Saar 
Valley. 

The total estimated revenue of France 
for the year, thereiore, will be 
23,135,000,000 franca, with an estimated 
experiditure of 22,7535,000,000 francs. At 
the present rate of exchange these appa- 
rently huge sums_ represent between 
£300,000,000 and £350,000,000 sterling—a 
mere trifle in comperison with the annual 
British Budget. the French 
newspapers, however, declare that the 
estimated surplus is illusory, and that 
before the-ycar is out supplementary 
‘estimates will be required to meet the 
| growing expenditure. Be that as it muy, 
the Government’s demands on the French 
people are remarkably moderate, - more 
especially int view of the fact that the ex- 
‘ penditure on the fighting forces is relatively 
enormous, The essential difference between 
‘Britain and France, of course, is the fact 
‘that the British public pays its taxes, 
whereas the French public yeinses to pay 
them. Italy.is in a like case. During the 
past fire financial years the 
‘Budgct deficit has been, 
£124,000,060 per annum, 
Governments have made desperate efforts, 
Signor Nitti’s absurd 
capital levy, to balance the Budget; but 
every attempt was wrecked on the stolid 
‘reinsal of the Italian people to pay their 
‘taxes. The Socialist leaders took com- 
‘mand of the situation, with the result thet 
Italian finance became a by-word in 
Europe. | 

With the advent of Signor Mussolini, 
however, a remarkable change has 
occurred. Signor de Stefani, his young 
Financo Minister, has set oui to eliminate 
the Budget deficit altogether before 
1925. Over 100,000 persons in Italy 
who are liable to income tax have suc- 
ceeded in evading its payments during 
}recent years, and Signor de Stefani’s first 
effort is being directed towards the re- 
covery of their debts to the State. 
Furthermore, he is setting an example to 
the thoroughness of his 
economies. Three Ministries and five 
Under-Secretaryships have been abolished | 
ander his régime, The Guardia Regie 
has been disbanded, Seventeen thousand 
railwaymen have been disthissed, and a 
total of forty thousand. will follow them.

Canada Asks for More. 


Everybody supposed that the Canadian 
cattle controversy had been settled, once 
for all, by the Act of 1922. It remarng 
actively alive, however, having merely 
taken a new aspect, which threatens to 
be just as troublesome.as the old. Tho 
whole business has been marked by 2 
strange series of blunders and misappre- 
hensions. The: conflict of testimony began 
in 1917, when Canada insisted that, at the 
Imperial War Conigrence of that year, 
she had received a promise that the 
embargo on Canadian cattle would be re- 
moved. The existence of such a promise 
was disputed in the Imperial Parliament ; 
but Canada maintained her pressure and, 
last year, on the recommendatic” of both 
Houses of Parliament, the em. go was 
abolished by Jaw. The abolition applied, 
however, io one class of Canadi:n cattle. 
The resolution in the Lords actually used 
the words “store cattle.’’ The resolution 
in the Commons spoke of. “ Canadian 
cattle”: but the whole course of the 
debates showed that the members of both 
Houses were thinking stricily ,oi stores. 
They legislated with the object of ad- 
mitting stores only, end that was the 
confident interpretation which the agri- 
cultural interests of Great, Britain and 
Ireland put upon the terms of last years 
Act. Now Canada insists that the Act 
postulated the admission of breeding cattle | 
and declares that she receivéd assurances on 
the subject “from Sir Arthur 
Boscawen, who was then Minister of Agri- 
culture. The assurances, which the late 
Minister confirms, were mentioned by him 
at a conference, in October last, with 
leading representatives of the agricultural 
interest. He says that they empowered 
him to make terms with Canada, who 
accepied an arrangement under which 
breeding ‘animals of a good class would be 
admitted by a Ministerial order that would 
require the sanction of both Houses oi 
Parliament. These gentlemen now declare 
that Sir Arthur misundersiopd their views 
and had no authority to commit them to 
the admission of breeding cattle from 
Canada. However this may be, the Act 
of 1922 does, in fact, provide that breeding 
cattle may be admitted by a Ministers 
order if neither House presents a petition 
against it within a period of twenty-ono 
days. The present Minister of Agriculture, 
Sir Robert Sanders, thinks that his pre- 
decessor's promise was due to a mis- 
understanding; but, presumably, as The 
Times suggests, he will honour that 
promise now by laying the drafi order 
before Parliament. Then either House 
may present an address which would be 
fatal to the order. It is quite probable 
that at least one such address will be 
presented ; for the farmers and breeders 
of Great Britam are opposed very firmly 
to the admission of Canadian <attle for 
breeding purposes. Two important bodies, 
the Agricultural Council and the Centrat 
Landowners’ Association, have made strong 
protests on the ground that such admission 
would be a grave menace to the siock- 
breeding industry. The Times, which gave 
whole-hearted support to the demand for 
the introduction of Canadian stores, says 
that “on this occasion it is the view of the 
British farmers thai ought to prevail.”

Time and Change. 


The French are a gifted, if somewhat 
self-centired, and their habit -of 
appealing to logic when other nations 
habitually invoke sentiment condemns 
them to a. certain amount of intel- 
Jectual isolation, The Frenchman re- 
gerds as supremely amusing the thing 
that is superbly, impossibly logical— 
what patently is not and yet can be 
proved to be. In a recent issue oil 
L’Intransigéant, a French newspaper with 
a strong flair for the ridiculous, a well- 
known writer argues solemnly that, as 
there is no longer any official time im 
France, nobody can grow old. It is true 
that there is no official time in France; 
for the French Chamber refused to accept 
either Greenwich or “‘ Summer ” time. No 
Frenchman, thereiore,. can gay truthfully, 
“It is twelve o'clock,” He-cam say that 
this or that timepiece registers twelv 
o'clock, but there is no standard by which 
that particuler clock or watch can be 
proved to be right.: The only real time is 
sidereal time, but that, unfortunately, 
varies as one moves East or West. [i it 
is noon to a man standing on some 
meridian, if is not noon on the next 
meridian, Kast or West. In-a word, 
sidereal time exists only in respect of 
places, not of persons, and the Wrench- 


race, 


in the absence of legal time, there is no 
time in France at all. ' It would be well. 
or, perhaps, ill, if he were correct m 
saying that nobody, therefore, will grow 
old. The philosophers have proved that 
there is no such thing as time, which is 
but an artificial means of calculating 
change and movement and growth and 
decay, which are all forms of change, 
France may reject Greenwich, but she 
cannot reject birth and death.

MR. ART O’BRIEN NOW IN 
BRIXTON PRISON.

MH. JUSTICE DODD AND THE 
EXECUTIVE. 


In the Chancery Division, Dublin, yester- 
day, before Mr. Justice Dodd, in the case of 
the Munster and Leinster Bank, Ltd., v. 
the Hon. Hugh Hamon Charles George 
Massy, of Killakee, Rathfarnham, Co. Dublin ; 
Thomas Taylor, Mount Venus, Rathfarnham, 
timber merchant; and John Lawlor, Edmonds- 
town, Rathfarnham, timber carrier, 

Mr. M. C Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
Maxwell, Weldon and Co.) for the plaintiffs, 
applied for an injunction restraining the de- 
fendants, their servants, workmen and agents, 
until trial of the action, from felling any 
timber or. other trees standing or growing 
on the Killakee estate, situate in the barony 
of Uppercross, Co. Dublin, and from cutting, 
carting, selling, or taking away the trees, 
and from committing any other waste or 
otherwise interfering with the trees. An 
interlocutory injunction had been granted a 
fortnight ago 

Mr. J. C. L. Davidson, in an affidavit, 
stated that the Hon. Mr. Massy, one of the 
defendants, mortgaged the lands to the plain- 
tifis to secure moneys due to the bank. The 
demand for payment not having been com- 


7 EX with, the bank, by an indenture of 17th 


‘ebruary, 1923, appointed him receiver over 
the lands.) On the 24th March he learned 
from Mr. Fox, the steward appointed by him 
to look after the estate, that the defendant, 
the Hon. Mr Massy, had been selling timber 
from the Killakee estate to, amongst others, 
Thomas Taylor, of Mount Venus, Rathfarn- 
ham. His solicitors on the 24th March wrote 
to Mr. Massy, stating that unless they. re- 
ceived by return of post an undertaking not to 
sell any more timber, an application for an 
injunction to restrain him from doing 80 
would be made, and they wrote to the de- 
fendant, Mr. Taylor, warning him against 
urchasing any timber, except through him 
(Mr. Davidson). On the 25th March the de- 
endant, Mr. Taylor, was stil] cutting timber. 
On the 26th April he learned that the de- 
fendant, John Lawlor, had been felling and 
carting timber from the premises. Com- 
munications were sent to him and to Mr. 
Taylor. Apart from the lone sustained by the 
bank through the sale of this timber, he was 
informed that damage was being done to the 
fences, and that fhe avenue to the mansion 
had been broken up owing to the dragging 
of heavy trees over it. | 

In an affidavit, John Downes, law clerk, of 
rrace, Drumcondra, stated that 
on the 4th thst he served the writ of sum- 
mons, together with the order made in the 
matter, dated 30th ult., and the notice of 
motion for 14th inst., on the defendant, the 
Hon. Hugh H. C. G. Massy, by leavin 
copies of same on the table in the inner hal 
at Killakee, Rathfarnham, Co. Dublin, his 
residence, having previously, on the órd inst., 
posted copies of same in a prepaid, un- 
registered envelope, addressed to the said de- 
fendant. The defendant’s wife, the Hon. 
Mrs. Massy, refused to accept service on his 
behalf on the 3rd inst., and left deponent 
to consult her husband, but did not return, 
when one of the members of the National 
forces entered the room and ordered him out, 
stating that neither Mr. Massy nor an of 
the members of the defendant’s household 
would see him. On the 3rd inst. he served 
the documents mentioned personally on 
Thomas Taylor and John Lawlor, respectively, 
at Mount Venus, Rathfarnham, and Edmonds- 
town, Rathfarnham; afterwards he endorsed 
on the writ the day of the week and month 
of sach service.

. Mr. Justice Dodd granted the application. 

Mr. Walker’ faked that he be allowed to 
serve the order on the parties by post. 

Mr. Justice Dodd declined to allow the 
order to be served by post, and, addressing 
Mr. Walker, said—Apply to the Ministry of 
Defence for protection. 

Mr. Walker—It was the 
themselves who threatened.

ALLEGED BETTING LOSSES. 


Mr. Justice Samuels delivered his reserved 
judgment in the King’s Bench Division yester- 
day in favour of the plaintiff in the case of | 
Cole v. McLarnon, in which the plaintiff, 
Thomas Cole, dentist, of Earlsfort terrace, sued 
the defendant. William McLarnon, described 
as a dental mechanic, Eaton square Dublin, to 
recover £1,737 15s., of which £1,729 15s. was 
cash lent, and £8 for the price of a set of 
teeth supplied to the defendant’s sister, Mrs. 
Hamilton, for which the defendant agreed to 


OThe laintiff alleged that he advanced two 
sums of £800 each to the defendant to pay two 
bets which the defendant had lost in respect of 
a horse called ‘“‘Snow Maiden’ at the Sept- 
ember Curragh meeting in 1921, when there 
were only two runners in the race and the out- 
sider wou. 

The defence was that the sums of money 
mentioned were given to the defendant to pay 
certain persons on contract by way of gamuling 
or wagering. These moneys, the defendant 


‘alleged, were paid to, or on behalf of, certain 


persons at the plaintifi’s request, and were to 
the plaintiff's knowledge lost wagers. The 
defendant denied liability, and stated that 
the two sums of £800 each were, in fact, bets 
lost by the plaintiff to Joseph Shaw, book- 
maker, of Ann street, Belfast, and Richard 
Power, bookmaker, Tramore, which sums the 
plaintiff paid to the defendant. requesting him, 
as his agent, to discharge the plaintiff’s 
liability in respect of bets to Shaw and Power, 
which sums the defendant paid to the latter. 
The sum of £79, part of the claim, was alleged 
to be a bet placed by the plaintiff for the 
defendant at the Phenix Park races on April 
26th, 1921, which sum was paid by the plaintiff 
to the defendant. Alternatively, the defend- 
ant said that £50 was the only part of the 
amount claimed which had been lent to him 
by the defendant. 

Mr. Justice Samuels, giving judgment, 
reiterated what he had stated at the close of 
the case on Friday—namely, that he had come 
to the conclusion that tlre two sum of £800 
each were paid by Mr. Cole, the plaintiff, to 
Mr. McLarnon, the defendant to enable him 
to pay bets that the defendant had lost. He 
had postponed judgiment at the hearing in 
order that he might conside: authorities to 
which he had been referred by Mr. Lardner, 
K.C.,and Mr. James Henry for tie defendant, 
and Serjeant Hanna for the plaintiff. He had 
since considered those authorities, and had 
come to the conclusion that on the evidence 
and on the authorities the plaintift was en- 
titled to recover. He had. come to the con- 
clusion that the whole thing was in reference 
to a debt for bets of £800 and £800 made by 
the defendant, McLarnon, to Mr. Shaw and 
Mr. Power at the Curragh meeting in Sept- 
ember, and that the plaintiff, Cole, was not a 
party to the bets, ont that he did not-give the 
money to the defendant with regard to bets. 
His lordship gave judgment to the plaintiff 


for £1,729 18s., stating that the claim for £8 


had been abandoned, and that £50 had been 
lodged in court. He gave the defendant’s 
solicitors (Messrs. Reddin and Reddin) liberty

. HORSES 


SATISFACTORY SETTLEMENT. 


In the case Of Herbert Kerr and Charles 
Ringstead (trading ag Kerr, Ringstead and Co.) 
v. the Minister of enve of the Irish Free 
State and the Adjutant-General of the Army 
of the Irish Free State, which was listed for 
trial before oe BS arse rH ag a city 
common ay, a settiement 
ag a aethey ‘te both sides was an- 
naunced. x 

The action was brought by the plaintifis to 
recover £5,96) from the defendants in respect 
of the purchase of 149 horses at £40 each for 
the late Provisional’ Government, under the 
order of Commandant D. J. McGreal, the 
officer commanding the mounted services, and 
by the authority. and with the approval of, 
the Minister for Defei.ce and the Adjutant- 
General of the Provisional Government. | 

The contract, it was stated, was entered into 
in June, 1929; and in the months of August 
and September, 1922, the plaintifís delivered 
the horses to the Army authorities at the 
Curragh Camp, Co. Kildare. 

The defence was a general traverse of the 
all cause of action and denial of authority 
on the part of Commandant McGrea! to enter 
into the contract as agent of the defendants. 
It was denied that he was the officer com- 
manding the mounted servicer in the ee or 
that the Army authorities had established or 
authorised the establishment of any such 
mounted services. 

Serjeant Hanna, who, with Mr. Conner, 
K.C., and Mr. Binchy (instructed by Mr. A. 
J.» O'Donoghue), appeared for the plaintiffs, 
announcing the settlement cf the action, which 
Lad been brought by the yon against the 
defendants in pommecs of the price of 149 
horses bought by the plaintiffs for thé cavalry 
of the Irish Free State at the Curragh Camp, 
said that a question arose shortly after the 
purchase and delivery of the horses as to the 
authority of the officer in command to give 
the order to the plaintiffs or to enter into the 
contract of purchase, and also with reference 
to the change in the legal position by reason 
of the Provisional Government’s having come 
to an end and the Free State Government's 
having started as ite successor. Some very 
difficult questions of constitutional law, and 
also of the law of principal and agent, 
had arisen, especially with regard to 
the law of agency with reference to 
the Government cepartments, and the action 
was brought as an ordinary action against 
the heads of these departments. 

The pleadings and the proceedings in the 
case followed the usual course up to that 
day, when, after a consultation between 
counsel with respect to the very serious legal 
difficulties involved. the Government of the 
Free State, representing the defendants, the 
Minister of Defence and the 
General, had made a settlement with the 
plaintiffs, which was a particularly hand- 
some settlement on the part of the Govern- 
ment, whereby compensation would be given 
to the plaintiffs, They did not desire to 
mention the amount in court; but they had 
arranged al] the financial matters between 
the plaintiff firm and the Government very 
satisfactorily, and it had been arranged that 
he should make this statement with regard 
to the settlement on behalf of the plaintiffs, 
and should say that they appreciated the 
action of the Free State Government in this 
matter. very much. The case, it was 
arranged, should stand over till next term, 
so that the terms of settlement might be 
carried out. 

Mr, T. Sullivan, K.C., who, with Mr. John 
O’Byrne (instructed by Mr. Corrigan, Chief 
State Solicitor), SES for the defendants, 
concurred with what Serjeant Hanna had 
said, stating that the settlement was very 
satisfactory. 

Mr. Justice Samuels said that he thought

ALLEGED DEFECTIVE MOTOR 
CHAR-A-BANC, 


Before Mr. Justice Pim and a city common 
jury an action was heard in which Messrs. 
Jac. and Baker, Lid., of Carlow, were 
ss and the defendant was Richard 

. Lawson, motor agent, of Tullow, County 
Carlow, 

The eve claimed £128 6s. 5d. against 
the defendant, as acceptor of a bill of ex- 
change for £125, dated 8th May, 1922, pay- 
able to the plaintifis three months after date 
at the Bank of Ireland, Carlow, which bill 
was dishonoured. ' 

The defendant, in his defence, denied that 
the bill was dishonoured, and said that there 
was no consideration for the acceptance by 
the defendant of the said bill, por that on 
or about llth January, 1921, defendant pur- 
chased from the plaintifig a motor char-á- 
bane for the sum of £425, and the plaintiffs 
gave a warranty that it was in perfect order. 
A gum of £305 was paid by the defendant 
in cash, and defendant paid the balance of 
the purchase money by accepting a bill of 
exchange drawn by the plaintiffs. Defendant 
said that the char-A-banc was not of the 
description or quality warranted; that it was 
inferior, and not in working order; and that 
by reason of its inferiority the char-a-banc 
was worth upwards of £128 less that if it 
had been of the description and quality 
warranted. Defendant counter-claimed for 
£400 for loss of profit on the use of the char- 
a-banc, expenses in connection therewith, and 
damage to his credit and reputation as a 
motor car proprietor. 

Mr. James Sealy, K.C., and Mr. Thomas 
Bacon ees by Mr. P. J. Byrne). ap- 
peared for plaintifis; and Mr. Serjeant Hanna 
and Mr. M. C. Maguire (instructed by Messrs. 
Fullerton and Doyle) appeared for the de- 
fendant. 

Mr. Sealy, K.C., in opening the case for 
the plaintifis, said that there were three 
renewals of the bill of exchange, and that 
during all that time there was no complaint 
of any kind about the quality of the char-a- 
banc. The plaintifis now wanted to get paid 
on this bill. 

Serjeant Hanna, in opening the case for 
the defendant, said that it would be part of 
his case that this bill of exchange was a 
balance due for the motor char-d-banc, ana 
that the motor char-a-banc turned out to be 
of no value whatever, and accordingly the 
law was that he was entitlea to set up against 
any claim against him any depreciation in 
the value of the article. The char-a-banc 
was to cost £425, of which the defendant 
had paid £300, and he had got no value, and 
there was now a claim for another £125. 
The case defendant made was, in substance, 
that this char-Aa-banc was of no value to 
anyone, because it would not work, and that 
he was not bound to pay the balance, and was 
entitled to get his money. back and to recover 
damages for loss of trade. 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed until to-day.

AUDITOR’S DEATH. 


COLLISION BETWEEN TENDER 
AND MOTOR CYCLE. 

Death from injuries accidentally received 
was the verdict at the inquest in Dublin 
yesterday on John E. McGinley (24), 103 
Lower Drumcondra road, Dublin, whose 
motor cycle collided with a Crossley tender on 
the Dublin-Balbriggan road on Friday last. 
Deceased was a Local Government Board 
auditor, and was proceeding to Drogheda on 
business at the time of the accident, —. 

Mr. M. A. Corrigan, Chief State Solicitor, 
appeared for the authorities; and Mr. Conor 
A. Maguire (instructed by Messrs. Little and 
O h-Uadhaigh) represented the next-of-kin. 

The odinal evidence showed that death was 
due to gas gangrene, following a lacerated 
wound of the left thigh. : 

Corporal Francis Murray, stationed at Gor- 
manstown Camp, stated that he was in charge 
of the party of men in the Crossley tender on 
the occasion. He sat beside the driver, and 
he believed the tender travelled at about 
fifteen or twenty miles an hour. Coming 
towards a corner in the road the driver slowed 
down and sounded the horn, and also drew in 
close to the left-hand side of the road. As the 
car rounded the bend a motor cycle, keeping 
the centre of the road, came towards them, 
and the cyclist swerved to the left in an en- 
c After he had passed, the 
tender there was the sound of a crash, and it 
was found that the cyclist had been thrown 
ten yards from his machine. The tender 
pulled up, and a doctor was sent for, and sub- 


sequently the injured man was taken to Bal- 


rothery Union. : 
The witness, replying to Mr. Maguire, ad- 
mitted that some Army tenders could do sixty 
or seventy miles an hour, No one in the 
Crossley remonstrated at the speed at which 
the tender was being driven. 

John Murphy, the driver having been 
cautioned, sald that he was three feet from 
the left-hand side when the motor cycle dashed 
round the corner from the opposite direction in 
the crown of the road at a speed of about 
twenty miles per hour. The cyclist seemed 
undecided as to what he sho. d do. He passed 
the front of the car safely, but struck the 
right-hand back wing, ne > clean off. 

Mr. Maguire, addressing the jury, said that 
if they were satisfied there was any negligence 
in the driving of the car it was their duty to 


say so. It was unfortunate that they had not 
i 


the evidence of some impartial witness. 

In their verdict, the jury exonerated Murphy, 
the driver, írom all blame, and expressed sym- 
pathy with the relatives, in which they were 
joined by Mr. Maguire and Mr. Corrigan.

DUBLIN ROTARIANS AND 
PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 
‘Some Aspects of the Present Position of 
the Irish Flour Milling Industry,’’ was the sub- 
ject of a paper read by Mr. Ernest A. Fowler 
(of Messrs, Johnston, Mooney and O’Brien, 
Ltd.), at the weekly meeting of the Rotary 
Club in Dublin yesterday, at which Mr. 

William A. O'Connell, O.B.E., presided. 

Mr. Fowler, at the outset, said that his 
remarks would be based on his own observa- 
tions, and would represent his own personal 
point of view. Flour mills in Ireland, he 
said, were now se through a very un- 
profitable time, due largely to|heavy imports 
But up to a couple of years ago 
about 80 per cent. of the flour consumed in 
this country was supplied by our own mills. 
From 1917 to 1921 the British Food 
Ministry's control of flour mills, in a great 
measure, excluded the American product ‘Trem 
British and Irish markets, but almost im- 
mediately on decontrol American millers com- 
menced to flood this country with their 
surplus flour at prices below the cost of 
production, 

The imports of foreign and English flour to 
the port of Dublin from the ist of August 
last to date totalled about 250,000 sacke 
ng ege Aí equal to the total output of 
all the mills in the Duplin Metropolitan area 
for six months. The output of the mills 
in the Free State for the past twelve months 
had been about 60 per cent. of the capacity 
which could be dbtained if they were pro- 
tected from foreign dumping. |
